sh ip, 173 llo w e r y .— On Sunday afternoon, 1 took a 
walk to llte Howery, in order to see what sort of a re­ 
ligious establishment, James Lutourette had there created 
at 173 o f that street, where he resides. 
T he llow ery 
is a remarkable place, generally full o f small business, 
p retty girls and homely men. 
Hamblin, the manager, 
is probably the handsomest man in the Bow ery, but he 
is a sad fellow in otlter respects. 
On approaching No 173, where Mr Lutourette holds 
forth, a very respectable old lady accosted mo— “ Sir, 
can you tell me where Mr Latourette keeps his Meet­ 
ing ?” 
“ Here is the house, Madam,” said I, “ but it appears 
shut up.” 
“ Oh no,” said she, “ they are up stairs in the garret 
at worship. 
1 had a sister who received much comfort 
from Mr Latourette. 
She told me all about it— they’re 
in the garret.” 
“ In the garret! up in the clouds, he is,” sai 1 I, “ very 
appropriate indeed! 
W ell, my dear lady, if you will 
walk up stairs ; I’ll follow you, should you go as high 
as the seyenth heaven ” 
»‘Oil ! bless you, I am too great a sinner for that 
height.” 
“ W ell, w ell, possibly I am not a prodigious saint, 
but nevertheless, go— I’ll follow .” 
T he good 
amiable 
looking old lady then briskly 
mounted the stairs. 
All the rooms were shut and the 
doors locked to prevent pilfering. 
T he halls, passages, 
tod stairways were as neat and clean as it was possi- 
?ile for soap and water to make them . 
They were cov­ 
ered 
with very beautiful 
oil cloths. 
On passing up 
three stairways, we reached the bottom of the garret 
stairs.

room was very neat, while washed, with a carpet on 
the floor, and benches around. 
Before Mr Latourette 
was a table with a green cloth, and a bible laying open. 
A t the other end opposite, a timepiece pointing to the 
hours as they quietly fell into eternity. 
Supported on the right by a pair of brunettes, on the 
left by a very (air maiden, in front by an old lady who 
pronounced “ Amen !” at intervals, and behind by a 
w h o l e crowd of beauty, I took my station to hear the 
word preached and the music sung. 
1 
listened to M 
Latourette with great attention, hut I ’ll he hanged if I 
ever could catch the thread o f his discourse. 
H e talk­ 
ed a great deal about Moses and the prophets, yet I 
could not make out what lie was driving at. 
Possibly 
the crowd of pretty girls decoyed my attention. 
I was once on a time in Washington. 
It was during 
the last session that John Randolph of Roanoke spoke. 
L had the good fortune to hear the last speech made by 
that celebrated man. 
I took it down in notes at the 
tim e, and o f ail men he was the most difficult to report, 
hut now I have found a far more diificult speaker in 
Mr Latourette. 
At every burst of enthusiasm, coming like peals of 
thunder from the lips of thq preacher, 1 could hear the 
clear silvery tones of the female 
enthusiasts saying— 
“ A m en ,” “ So he it,” “ Lord Jesus.” Som etim es these 
sounds would be mixed with the low growling tones of 
the few m en— “ A m en,” So be it,” “ Lord Jesus ” — 
Mr L, occasionally launched a sly javelin at the regu­ 
lar clergy. 
H e showed them no mercy. He also com­ 
mented upon Matthias, and pronounced him a deceiver 
— the truth was not in him.

N ow w e, rnv dear brethren, 
are merely the servants o f the Lord Jesus. 
I myself

Com e ye to the witness box, and give in thine evidence 
on the Lord Jesus Christ.” 
Im m ediately, at the further end of the room, up rose 
a very lovely yogng girl. 
Her hair was d irk and braid­ 
ed neatly hack. 
She wore a simple kerchief over her 
Lud. 
Her face was tinged with a pale intellectual hue. 


Her eye black, brilliant, and enthusiastic. 
Sh e com­ 
menced in a soft, tw eet, contralto tone, which gratia- . 
ally increased in sh rilln ess till it reach< d a high s o p r a ­ 
no. 
She talked in an impassioned n tinner of her love J 
for Jesus— of her modes! y— o f her sin*— of 11 to work o( 
redemption—o f the happiness she fult—of the 1.sties* 
misery she underwent W o r e religion touched her heart , 
with fire. 
She described the glimpses she had seen ol | 
the new Jerusalem, that city of love, which lasts from i 
eternity to eternity, where the streets are paved with 
pure gold— the houses built o f sapphire — which is en­ 
compassed about with the river of the waters 
ol Iffe, 
where the happy inhabitants sport 
in 
everlasting sun- j 
shine, where the waves are always plucid and smiling, 
the breezes alw ays soft and balm y, 
and the clouds 
above etlged round with tints of ruby, and hues that last 
for ages. 
Darkness, night, storms, mists, never visit : 
this glorious city. 
It is 
brilliantly 
illuminated 
with ;

he once was worth S 150,000— how he lost it all — how 
he started again in life with only 62 1-2 cents— and how

There can bo no doubt but this system is one o f the 
best, most useful, and most philosophical applications 
of religious enthusiasm that ever wus devised. 
Maho­ 
met opened tho glories of Heaven to his devoted .Mos­ 
lems. 
T he vision made them fight like lions, conquer 
the East, and carry terror to all Europe. 
Mr Luiou- 
rette is a Mahomet on a smaller scale, a sort of Man­ 
chester or Manufacturing M ahomet. lie opens the Hea­ 
vens to his factory girls— puts 
enthusiasm into their 
hearts— lights up their fancy 
and feelings, and under 
these influences they 
turn out 
double the quuntity of 
fur caps and other manufactured goods that any other 
similar establishments in this city can 
do. 
H ere, in 
truth, is Religion turned industrious and Christianity be­ 
com e an element of Manufactures. 
Besides, the young 
females themselves feel happy and comfortable— look 
healthy and intelligent— are 
delighted 
and in cxstacy 
twice a day, and all day on Sunday. 
Mrs Latourette, 
how ever, is tho presiding Spirit o f tho whole concern. 
She is the Mother, hut she 
has one or two pretty 
young women for aids as it 
were. 
T he number of 
hearers and 
converts are rapidly increasing.— A*. Y. 
H erald.
